The New York Sun Bounds the alarm. 


It saye, "the census is going to procure 
not only the name, postoffice address.and 
length of service of every surviving Union 
soldier and sailor, but a memorandum of 
the chronic disease, if any, with which he 
is afflicted. It even goes into closer de- 
tails, since it urges the veterans to tell, 
and even to put down m writing, for the 
enumerator's use, lest he should be away 
from home when that person calls, the 
name of the regiment and the company 
in whioh he served, or the name of his 
vessel. He is also to put down his rank 
his date of enlistment and of discharge, 
his length of service 'in years, months 
and days,' If he served under an as- 
sumed name, that is to be given, and he 
is to say whether lie served in the infan- 
try, cavalry, or artillery, and BO on. If 
he served in more than one organization 
or vessel, tte names and other particulars 
of all are to be set forth. The widow of 
a soldier or sailor is also to go into all 
these details regarding the services of 
her dead husband." It seems to frighten 
Brer DanaJ nearly out of his boots. 


Uriah Kate of Ministers. 


Comparing the death rate of ministers, 


in respprt uf the causes of death, with 
tho mortality of other men, tlio following 
results are obtained: Of 86,ii31 clergy- 
men, 180 died nf infectious diseases. Tlio 
usual experience uf ,111 insurance com- 
pany would have made tho number 230; 
that is, tho mortality of the clergymen 
was only T!) per cent, of the ordinary 
dcath rate. Tho death rate of physicians 
from these diseases wan 127 above tho 
xisual rate, pointing to the greater danger 
of contagion in the cn.se of tho physician 
than in that of the pastor. 


Of lung affections, excluding consump- 


tion, 311 clergymen died, instead of 328, 
tho number expected from mortality 
tables. Physicians died of such diseases 
115 per cent, above tho average rate. Be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 45 the, mortality 
of Roman Catholic clergymLMi compared 
with Protestant ministers of tho same ago 
was as 187 to 10',*, while between theages 
of 40 and Co the difference wan as 154 to 


100, and between tlie ngos of 05 and 85 as 
118 to 100. How to explain this striking 
difference, is no easy ta^k. It is suggest- 
ed that it may be connected with tlie life 
of celibacy followed by the priests, also 
with the rigid penances of Catholic ecclo, 
siastics, which, especially in tlie case (4 
young men, are apt to derange the digea 
tive organs.—Medical Journal.
